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(FCC NEWS RELEASE) In action on Docket 92-136 on June 18th, the FCC has 
proposed amending its rules for the Amateur Service by lessening restrictions on the 
scope of the permissible communications that Amateur Stations may transmit. 
Specifically, the proposal includes greater flexibility to transmit communications for 
public service projects and personal matters. 

The Commission noted that many individuals in the amateur Community appear 
to strongly support relaxing one or more of the existing restrictions on the scope of 
Amateur Service communication. The restrictions were designed to protect the 
non-commercial character of the Amateur Service and ensure its basis and purpose 
i.e., aS a reservoir of volunteer communications, technicians and electronic experts 
dedicated to advancing the radio art, to provide public service communications 
particularly in times of emergencies, and to enhance international goodwill, could be 
carried out. While eliminating some of the existing restrictions would provide the 
flexibility to expand public service activities and satisfy the personal communication 
interests, the potential to commercial exploitation and abuse of the Amateur Service's 
allocated frequencies could increase. 

Specifically, the Commission proposed the revision suggested by the ARRL. This 
revision would allow Amateur stations to transmit occasionally certain types of 
communications that are now prohibited. The intent of the suggested revisions is to 
allow Amateur operators who so desire greater flexibility to increase their public 
service Communications activities, for example, in support of parades, races, and other 
such public gatherings. The general prohibition against Amateur stations transmitting 
messages for hire or for material compensation, direct or indirect, however, would 
remain in the rules. 

The proposals are not intended to alter in any way the nature and purpose of the 
Amateur Service. The proposed changes, however, would increase the Amateur 
community's responsibilities for self-regulation and cooperation in use of their 
allocated frequencies. 


WILL THERE BE 
"ANOTHER’ TEXAS 
BAND PLAN IN 
WASHINGTON? 


(K7CR) Many years ago the big sub- 
ject was which 2 meter band plan are we 
going to adopt...You do remember this 
don’t you??...the winner was one 
proposed by the Texas VHF Fm Society. 

Now the Texas group has proposed a 
new band plan for the recently shrunk 220 
band and this plan has passed its first 
major test toward becoming the 
WWARA’s 220 plan, the Board approved 
it at the last meeting. 

This coming meeting you all will be 
asked to consider the same question. The 
complete plan was published in a recent 
issue of the COORDINATOR. If you 
missed it, there will be copies available at 
the meeting, come and take part in this 
discussion, your input is valued. 

In a related move, at the 37th Annual 
West Coast VHF-UHF Conference held 
last May in Ventura, Ca. the ARRL plan 
to allocate the first 150 Khz of the new 
222-225 band for Weak Signal work was 
adopted. This segment appears to be 
gaining widespread support thru-out the 


country. 


HAS UPS GIVEN UP ON 
220? 


(WOKIE/WESTLINK) It appears as if 
United Parcel Service has changed its 
mind about developing an all ACSSB 
voice and data network in the newly allo- 
cated 220-222 Mhz band. On May 14th, 
the Tulsa World (Oklahoma) newspaper 
reported that UPS has entered into an 
agreement with GTE, McCaw, Pac-Tel 
and Southwestern Bell to use cellular 
telephone frequencies for data com- 
munications between its five thousand 
trucks and their offices. 

A United Parcel spokesman was 
quoted as saying ''we have the fleet. We 
have world-wide computer communica- 
tions. And now, we link it all together as 
the first cellular date network. 

Amateur Radio operators in the Tulsa 
area and elsewhere are now wondering if 
this means that UPS has abandoned its 
well publicized plans to use the lower two 
megahertz of the former 220-225 Mhz 
Amateur band for their corporate wide 
communications network. 


VICTORIA 
LOOKS TO USS. 
FOR 
IMPROVEMENTS 


(K7CR) Alan Muir, VE7BEU, 
recently sent an inquiry to the local office 
of the FCC requesting information as to 
how to proceed with a plan to expand 
coverage of the 146.84 repeater on the 
West Side of Vancouver Island. 

The easiest way to accomplish this is 
to set up a link transmitter in the U.S., 
along the South Shore of the Strait and/or 
North side of the Olympics. 

The problem, how can a Canadian 
Amateur operate a link in the U.S. 

The matter was passed on to the 
WWARA by the Local FCC office and is 
being handled by the Chairman. 


FCC CONTINUES TO 
CRACK DOWN ON 
TOWER VIOLATIONS 


(K7CR) In a recent issue of the 
COORDINATOR we explained that the 
FCC was, in an effort of achieving greater 
compliance of tower lighting and marking 
requirements, going to start fining every 
licensee using towers found to be in viola- 
tion. When you consider that the local 
FCC Field Offices now have the authority 
to impose fines of up to $20,000 the Com- 
mission has gained some serious teeth. 

The Commission has kept its word by 
recently sending out some 35 - $8,000 fine 
notices. Each party is a licensee using a 
tower in Churchville, Md. In May of this 
year the FCC set the base rate fine for 
painting and lighting violations at $8,000 
for all private radio, common carrier and 
mass media stations. 

The point of all of this is simple...It is 
the Commissions policy to hold each FCC 
licensee on a tower individually respon- 
sible for complying with the rules relating 
to radio antenna towers. This policy ap- 
plies even if the licensee does not own or 
control the tower or has contracted with 
another person to maintain the tower. A 
licensee may not delegate it obligation to 
comply with the FCC’s antenna rules to 
another person. Failure to comply with 
the FCC’s antenna rules is an especially 
serious matter because of the potential 
dangers to aviation created by such viola- 
tions. 
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As a result of all this we have, in our 
commercial installations, recently in- 
stalled new and more elaborate monitor- 
ing equipment to insure compliance with

WWARA By-Laws 


ARTICLE I : Name 


SECTION 1. This organization shall be known as the Western Washington Amateur Relay Association, Hereinafter referred to as the WWARA. The term ’relay’ 
shall be defined as including re peaters, remote bases and remotely controlled stations, herein after referred to as systems. 


ARTICLE I: Purpose 


Section 1. The purpose of the WWARA shall be: 
A:To furnish system coordination, frequency conservation and management. 
_B.To determine and recommend technical and operational standards and policies for Amateur Radio relay systems. 
C.To help minimize radio interference between and among system users. 


ARTICLE II: MEMBERSHIP 


Section 1. Membership in the WWARA shall be open to individual or organizations displaying an interest in Amateur Radio relay systems. 
A:requirements for regular membership are defined as owners or users of a coordinated system(s) and payment of annual dues. (amended 12-3-88) 
B:(Deleted 12-3-88) 
C:The membership period shall be the calendar year, January first through December 3 Ist. 

ARTICLE IV: VOTING 


Section 1. The right to vote in matter of WWARA business shall be accorded each regular member. 
Section 2. Organizations or individuals operating more than one coordinated system shall have one vote. 
Section 3. Each regular member shall exercise their vote through their official representative or via a party specifically so designated by that representative. 


ARTICLE V: Board of Directors 


Section 1. The Board of Directors shall consist of three Offi cers; Chairman, Vice-Chairman, Secretary-Treasurer and four representatives at large. 

Section 2. The Board of Directors shall be responsible for administering WWARA activities in accordance with the wants and needs of the members subject to 
the Bylaws. 

Section 3. The election of Directors shall take place at the last General Business meeting of the year. 


Section 4A. The Board of Directors shall be elected from regular members of the WWARA. Nominees must be present or submit evi dence as to their willingness 
to serve (Designate 4A 12-3-88) 


Section 4B. The Board of Directors shall consist of owner/opera tors of coordinated system(s). (added 12-3-88) 


Section 5. Terms of office: 
A. The office of Chairman, Vice-Chairman and Secretary- Treasurer shall b e one calendar year. 
B:Representatives shall be two calendar years, with two positions elected each year. 


Section 6. Limitations of terms: 
A: Representatives shall not be reelected unless the office holder has been appointed by the Board to fill an unexpired term. 
B:Officers may be reelected. 


Section 7. In the event a Director is unable to complete his or her term for any reason the Board of Directors shall appoint a temporary Director who will serve 
until the next election. 


Section 8. A Director can be removed by a majority vote of the Board of Directors or by a majority of the regular membership. 
Section 9. All board of Director actions may be reversed by a majority vote of the regular membership. 


Section 10. Board of Director members missing three consecutive regular meetings shall be replaced by the Board. 
ARTICLE VI: Duties of Officers 


Section 1. It shall be the duty of the Chairman to: 
A.Preside over all WWARA meetings. 
B.Supervise the activities of all standing committees. 


Section 2. It shall be the duty of the Vice Chairman to: 
A.In the absence of the Chairman preside over all WWARA meetings. 
B.Be chairman of the Membership Committee. 


Section 3. It shall be the duty of the Secretary-Treasurer to: 
A.Keep accurate records of all meetings, correspondence and system data. 
B.Perform such secretarial duties as may be required by the Directors and/or Committee Chairmen. 
C.Keep accurate records of all financial transactions of the Association. 
D:Perform such financial duties as may be requested by the Directors. 


Section 4. It shall be the duty of the Representatives to: 
A. Assist in the administration and discharging of respon sibilities of the Association. 
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Section 1. The Technical Committee of the WWARA shall be a standing committee of the WWARA. The WWARA shall appoint its members. The 


function of the Technical Committee shall be to: 
A.Advise the Board as to technical matters 
B.To assist members of the WWARA in resolving technical matters. 
Section 2. The Membership Committee of the WWARA shall be chaired by the ViceChairman. The function of the committee shall be to: 
A.Encourage membership in the Association. 
B.Maintain a voting security system. 


Section 3. The FCC Liaison Committee of the WWARA shall be responsible for interfacing of the WWARA with FCC local, regional and monitoring 
facilities. 
Section 4. Coordinating Committees: 
The Board shall appoint a chairman for the following committees: 
A. 10 and 6 meters 
B. 2 Meters 
C. 220 Mhz 
D. 440 Mhz 
E. 900/1200 Mhz 
F. Packet Radio 
Coordination committees shall keep accurate records of all relat ed coordinations and shall make this information available to the Secretary at any time. 


Section 5. The Board of Directors may establish such other committees and appoint representatives as may be necessary to carry out WWARA business. 
All committees and representatives shall be responsible to the Board of Directors. 


Section 6. The Board of Directors may, at any time appoint an audit committee to provide the Board with an independent report. 
ARTICLE VIII: Meetings 


Section 1. General Business Meetings. 
A. The WWARA shall hold at least 3 General Business meet ings per calendar year. 
Section 2. Regular Board of Director Meetings. 
A.The WWARA shall hold at least 3 Board of Director meetings per calendar year. 
Section 3. Written notice of all regular meetings shall be mailed to all members not less than 7 days prior to said meet ings. 
Section 4. Quorum. 
A.Quorum for General Business meetings shall be those present. 
B.Quorum for Board of Director meetings shall be four Directors. 
Section 5. Special meetings. 
A.Special meetings may be called by the Chairman or 4 Directors. All effort shall be made to notify all Directors. 
B.A Special Business meeting may be called upon written request of 25% of the regular members or by the Board of Direc tors. 
Section 6. All Regular Meetings of the WWARA shall be held in public buildings or facilities open to all interested parties. The time and location for all 
Regular Meetings shall be set by the Board of Directors. 


ARTICLE IX: Dues and Assessments 

Section 1. WWARA dues and assessments shall be determined by the Board of Directors and approved by the membership. 
ARTICLE X: Affiliations 

Section 1. The WWARA may affiliate with or sponsor such other organizations as the Association may deem appropriate. 
ARTICLE XI: Binding Actions 


Section 1. All actions passed by a vote of the WWARA within the authority of these Bylaws shall be considered binding on all members as the policy of 
WWARA. 


ARTICLE X11: Disbursement of funds 


Section 1. Should the WWARA disband, the remaining funds from the treasury shall be donated to a nonprofit organization or similar interest, or the 
ARRL. 


ARTICLE XU: Amendments 


Section 1. The Bylaws may be amended by a majority vote of the membership at a Regular or Special membership meeting. Notifica tion of intent to 
amend must be made 7 days prior to the meeting. 
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WWARA COORDINATION POLICIES 


COORDINATION REQUIRES COOPERATION!!! 


WWARA Coordination Policies 

The WWARA is an organization, the success or failure of which depends upon the cooperation of those it serves. The WWARA is supported by its members, the 
coordinated systems and system users. Although our repeater sub-bands are a finite resource, they can support a large amount of relay activity if shared in a harmonious 
manner. All parties must realize that, like the environment, our repeater sub-bands are a frag ile resource and abuse can spoil it for everyone. The WWARA needs input 
from all users of this resource and will function most effectively when all users participate actively in its decision making process. It is a democratic and cooperative 
association of relay systems and users in Western Washington making coordination decisions for the benefit of the relay community. 


GENERAL COORDINATION POLICIES APPLICABLE TO ALL BANDS 
1.An applicant for coordination may select or request a certain frequency. 


2.An applicant may wish to share a frequency (co-channel) with another system. In these cases, let ters of consent from all parties must be filed with the application 
for coordination. 


3.All coordinated frequencies are for a specific: 


A. Frequency(s) 

B. Transmitter location (latitude and longitude) 

C. Effective Radiated Power 

D. Radiation pattern (directional, non-directional, etc.) 
E. Elevation (AMSL, AGL, AAT) 

F. Owner (club or individual) 


4 Initial coordination is for a 6 month period. It is the responsibility of the applicant to notify the WWARA immediately when the coordinated frequencies are activated. 
5.All applicants for coordination may appeal the coordination decision to the Board and/or membership at the next meeting. 


6.Coordination is based on all data available to the coordinator at the time. Coordination is not a guarantee of a clear frequency. The suitability of the coordinated 
| frequency(s) shall be the responsibility of the applicant. 


7.1t is the responsibility of the coordinated party to keep the WWARA informed as to the status of the system by having an up to date technical data form on file with 
the secretary at all times. 


8.Use of directional antennas may be an essential part of any given coordination. 
9.Coordination for a location other than the applicants QTH will be accompanied by a letter or other suitable documentation showing authorization to use said 


transmission site. 
10.Any facility parameter change, as outlined in Section 3, made without prior coordination with the WWARA shall result in decoord ination. 


11.Coordination of an existing repeater system can be transferred to another individual or group pro vided: 
A. Both parties are in agreement. 
B. The party wishing said coordination applies to the WWARA for same. 
C. There are no reasonable objections to said transfer. 
D. There will be no changes in the operating parameters of the system per Section 3, A through E. 


12.The WWARA reserves the right to: 
A. Deny requests for coordination in congested bands or require the use of less congested bands. 
B. Set aside frequencies for certain operating modes. 
C. Limit antenna height and ERP. 
D. Require special methods of access as a prerequisite for coordination. 


12A.Requirements applicable to 2-Meters: (Adopted 4-8-89) 

All requests for coordination of New 2-Meter voice repeaters are to be accompanied by a letter from all effected co-channel users agreeing to the proposed 
co-channel operation. All new 2-Meter coordinations shall use CTCSS or DPL as a means of limiting access if so determined by the coordinating committee as a 
requirement to mitigate co-channel issues. Systems so coordinated must not only by equipped for CTCSS receiver operation but must transmit CTCSS as well. Other 
means of limited access like DTMF or Cheap-Beep are not acceptable. 


13.The WWARA shall decoordinate relay systems as follows: 
A. For failure to notify the WWARA within 6 months of the mitial coordination, or extension there of, as to the status of the system. 
B. For failure to operate a coordinated system for a period of 6 months without WWARA written ap proval. 
C. For operation in violation of WWARA coordination policies. 
D. For not operating in accordance with established band plans. 
E. For any system known to be operating in violation of FCC rules. 
F. For failure to submit to WWARA a completed Technical Data Form. This Form must be kept current 


=v 


and updated at least every two years. Effective date August 1992. (Addopted 8-3-91) 
14.0n bands where coordinatable frequencies are available, coordination requests shall be acted upon on a first come, first serve basis. 
15.In the case of mutually exclusive applications for coordination, the WWARA shall weight its decision based on the following: 


A. Duplication of coverage of an existing system on the same band. 
B. Coverage of an unserved area. 
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C. Potential for interference. 
D. Number of existing coordinated systems operated by applicant. 
E. Proposed operation of an open rather than a closed system. 


16.All communication regarding coordination shall be in writing. Verbal communication shall not be binding. All correspondence to the WWARA requiring | 
verification shall be made by Certified Mail. Informal communications with WWARA officials is encouraged. 


17.Reserved. (Adopted 4/92) 


18.The WWARA does not coordinate, channelize, or attempt to create band plans for simplex frequencies falling outside the area reserved for repeater inputs or 
outputs. (Modified 4-8-89) 


19.The following is the WWARA policy regarding Packet Radio Systems: (Adopted 4-8-89) 

A. The WWARA shall not attempt to coordinate any Packet Radio systems, except when the proposed system requires: 

1. use of a standard repeater pair. 

2. use of spectrum previously and/or historically coordinated for non-packet relay systems lying outside of established and recognized Packet Radio spectrum. 

B. The WWARA shall protect existing co-site and adjacent frequency repeaters from the effects of system performance degradation caused by Packet Radio Systems. 
Conventional FCC interference criteria will be used to determine degradation. 

C. The Board shall appoint a Packet Liaison. This persons responsibility shall be to keep the WWARA informed of Packet Radio activity as it effects the WWARA. 

D. The WWARA shall work with the ARRL, regional coordination organizations, as well as local and regional Packet Radio organizations in the development of 
band plans that will set out specific frequency BANDS for Packet Radio communications. 

E. The WWARA may recognize an entity that assumes the role of Packet spectrum managemenV coordina tion, and whom is clearly demonstrated to have the popular 
support of the majority of Packet Radio users in Western Washington. 

F. The WWARA shall not make any attempt to "list" or otherwise recognize any DIGI/Packet system and/or frequency of operation in its data base or publications 
other than those systems that utilize stand ard band plan frequencies and have been coordinated. 


20.RESERVED 


21.The boundaries of the WWARA coordination responsibility are: 
North...The US Boarder 
East... The Cascade Crest 
South... The Southem boundry of the WWARA is, on the West of the Oregon/Washington border eastward, up the Columbia river to a point just 
north of Woodland, then eastward, through I-5 exit #21 to the Lewis river then eastward to its beginning then eastward to the PCT. (adopted 12/1/90) 
West... The Pacific Ocean 


22.The following are guidelines for sharing repeater pairs: 


A.Harmful interference is that which seriously degrades, obstructs, or repeatedly interrupts the operation of a relay system. Hearing the output of another co-channel 
repeater on the output frequency of a system not in use is not interference. 

B. Overlap is based on a 25 watt or less mobile using a gain antenna bringing up more than one system over a large area. 

C.No fixed mileage separation criteria can be used between co-channel or adjacent channel systems. 

D. Receiver coverage of a repeater is a large factor in determining the coverage of a system. Those systems with a number of voting receivers, receivers at elevations 
higher than the repeater transmitter, or systems operating with excessive transmitter power will not have extended coordination protection. 

E.Repeater DX’ ing by users may cause unintended interference to co-channel systems but is not a matter for WWARA action. 

F.New systems proposing co-channel operation with an existing established system shall demonstrate to the WWARA how its operation will not adversely effect the 
operation of the prior user(s) of the frequen cy. (Ref. 22 [A]) 


23.The WWARA has established several Shared Non-Protected (SNP) repeater pairs. SNP systems must be registered by frequency and CTCSS tone. This form must 

be kept current and updated at least every two years. Other guidelines for use of these frequencies are: (adopted 8-3-91) 

A. All users of these frequencies shall share the use of same. 

B. Users receive no protection from other co-channel users. 

C.All systems shall use CTCSS access or other approved method of limited access. No COR operation of any kind is permitted. The WWARA 
shall keep track of the CTCSS codes in use to avoid duplication and to make this information available to all those requesting same. (adopted 8-3-91) 

D.Operation of SNP systems shall be on a non-interference basis with existing coordinated systems. 

E. Use of SNP frequencies shall be restricted to voice, non-data and non linked modes.(Adopted 4/92) 

F. The SNP pairs using standard frequency pairing are: 

2-Meters.....144.53-145.13 and 144.69-145.29 

220 MHz......223.12-224.72 and 223.24-224.84 

440 MHz......445.00-440.00 and 448.00-443.00 

G.Power limitations (elevations in AMSL, Power is ERP in watts)0-500’ .....20 Watts,SO0-1000’...10 Watts. 

Over 1000’ may be approved on case by case basis by the WWARA. (Adopted 42-88) 


24.The following 440 MHz frequencies have been reserved for control link applications: 441.500 to 441.600 and 446.500 to 446.600The CTCSS Code shall be assigned 
by the 440 MHz coordinator. 


PROCEDURES FOR COORDINATION OF A FREQUENCY(S) 


1.The applicant submits, in writing, a request to the Secretary. 

2.Secretary responds with: 

A. A cover letter 

B. A technical data form. 

C. A copy of coordination standards/policies statement. 

3.The applicant returns a completed technical data form and other supporting information to the secre tary. 

4.The secretary forwards the application to the band coordination committee. 

5.The coordination committee recommends a frequency and other parameters, considering the effects on adjacent areas. 

In the event that the entire Board must act as the Band Coordination Committee or when unresolved issues are involved,the matter will be discussed at the next 

meeting of the WWARA. 

7.The secretary notifies the applicant and the applicable adjacent area by mail as to the result of the Associations action.
